Such enthusiasm, itis said, has not been dis- 
played since the triumphal entry of the Ger- 
man armies in 1871; an enthusiasm, not of any 
one class, but of all classes bearing the German 
name and sharing the German blood—a genu- 
ine popular ovation, as grand and significant as 
those which rewarded Rome's conquering 
heroes when Rome was the center and mistress 
of the world. Far more significant; for 
the hero in this case is not a great 
general, but a great statesman—using 
the sword, as it were, only at second 
hand, and when the way had been prepared for 
it by the mightier pen. The shouts of the vast 
multitude saluting the familiar form at the 
window of the Chancellor’s palace, the trades 
unions and student societies, the torchlight 
procession and standard-bearers, the flowers 
and music and festal guns, the golden coronet 
and Versailles picture given by the Emperor, 
the diamond-studded crown given by the King 
of Saxony, the silver shield given by the city 
of Munich, the honorary degrees given by the 
three universities of Erlanger, Turbingen and 
Gottingen, the congratulatory addresses of in- 
numerable literary, scientific, commercial and 
political bodies throughout the empire—all 
these are tributes to one who employed war 
merely as means for the accomplishment of an 
end, who lays no claim to military skill er 
military glory, and is content to hold a sub- 
ordinate place in the tremendous military 
machine which has moved at his bidding. 
BrsMaRcK belongs to that small school of 
statesmen of which CuaTHaM in England and 
Cavour in Italy were brilliant representatives; 
statesmen who, if they do not actually make 
the circumstances they want, know how to im- 
prove them to the utmost for the advantage of 
their country. England’s morning drum-beat 
might have “echoed round the world,” had 
there been no CHATHAM; there might have 
been a free and united Italy without a Cavour; 
and there might have been, some day, an im- 
perial and dominant Germany had Bismarck 
never lived. But, to all human appearance, 
these men were indispensable to the tasks they 
performed and BisMaRcK the most truly indis- 
pensable of all. The German Empire was literal- 
ly born in his brain, and was living and growing 
there long before the dim and doubtful shadow 
of the coming giant fell upon the stormy sea 
of European politica From the moment that 
he gained the full confidence of his royal mas- 
ter, he became “‘the power behind the throne 
greater than the throne itself; and he has 
wielded this power, from first to last, with a 
wisdom, energy and success never surpassed in 
the annals of any nation or any age. He might 
have transformed a King of Prussia into an 
Emperor of Germany by such methods as 
would have made him detestable to the people 
of Prussia and of Germany; but his rare genius, 
and perhaps equally rare good fortune, have 
enabled him to win and keep the hearts of both 
people and sovereign, and to be regarded by 
both as their greatest benefactor and most 
illustrious servant. He has done some 
unpopular things, and may do more; 
but the altogether unparalleled celebra- 
tion of his seventy-first birthday—making 
a period when the danger of serious mistakes 
may be considered as practically past—is a 
sufficient guaranty of veneration and affection 
for Orro Von Bigmarce as long as the Ger- 
man race exists in Europe and America.

From the Bay State Monthly. 

Gold inits relative value to silver has varied 
greatly at different periods. In the days of the 
patriarch Abraham it was one to eight; B. C. 1000, 
it was one to twelve; B. C. 500, it was one to thir. 
teen; at the commencement of the Christian era, it 
was one to nine; A. D. 500, it was one to eighteen; in 
1100, it was one to eight; in 1400 it was one toeleven; 
in 1545, it was one to six; in 1551, it was one to two; 
in 1600, it was one to ten; in 1627, it was one to thir- 
teen; in 1700, it was one to fifteen and one-half; it 
held the latter ra: io, with but slight variation, until 
1872, when it began to rise, and in 1876 it rose to one 
to twenty; it soon gradually declined, and now 
stands one to nineteen and one-half. 

Gold to the amount of $1.081,000,000 is estimated 
to have been in existence at the commencement of 
the Christian era. At the period of the diseovery of 
America it had diminished to $135,000,000. After 
that event it gradually increased, and in 1600 it at 
tained to $154,000,000; in 1700 it reached $39#,000,000; 
in 1800 itamounted to $1,156,000,000; in 1838 it at- 
tained to 38.02. 000, 000, and at the preseat time the 
arnount of goid in existence is estimated to be 88. 
106,000,000, which if melted into one mass, could be 
contained in the basement of the Bunker Hill mon- 
ument, whioh is a cube of thirty feet. Of the 
amount of gold iu existence $6,000,00),000 is esti- 
mated to de in olan and bullion, $1,000,000,000 in 
watches, and the remainder in plate, jewelry, and 
ornaments. Of the amount of gold in existence 
$2.374,000,000 is estimated to have been obtained 
from Norch America, $1,739,000,000 from South 
America, .$1,858.000,000 from Asia (including Aus- 
tralia, New Zealaad,and Oceanica). $945,000 000 from 
Europe, and $1,250,000,000 from Afr.ca. The amount 
of the precious metals now ip existence is eatimated 
to be $18, 670,000,000.
